Washington, March 8.—Hundreds of 
inaugural visitors who thronged into 
Vice President Marshall's office today 
so disturbed the equilibrium of the 
vice president’s first day of official 
duties that he has determined to ask 
for a new room over in the senate 
office building. where he can “put his 
feet on the desk and smoke a cigar in 
peace.” 

The vice president’s single office 
room adjoins one of the main corri- 
dors near the senate and through long 


custom its .door remains open to the 
public. Mr. Marshall, early at his 
desk, found that he had to do busi- 
ness in the full view of the passing 
crowds, which frequently surged in 
and. demanded the visitor’s prerog4- 
tive of shaking hands. 

“T don't see that this room differs 
much from a monkey cage,” said the 
vice president during a lull in the con- 
stant reception, “except that the vis- 
itors do not offer me any peanuts.” 

The vice president managed to main- 
tain his dignity throughout the day, 
but he confided to friends that he 
was determined to get a “retiring 
room,” where he could drop his offi- 
cial pose and enjoy a little privacy. 

Another change that will be neces- 
sary in senate accommodations to 
meet the demands of the new senators 
is the providing of a special chair for 
Senator Ollie M. James, of Kentucky, 
who enjoys the disfinction of being 
the biggest man in the senate. Mr. 
James found the armchairs used by

TEXAS BEGINS. FIGHT 
~ TO OUST STANDARD Ol 


‘State Also Seeks to Collect Pen- 
alties Totalling $8,150,000 
From Rocketeller Combine.” 


Greenville, Texas, March §.—Suit 
seeking to oust the Standard Oil com- 
panies of New York and New Jersey 
and the Magnolia Petroleum company 
and Corsicana Petroleum company, of 
Texas, from the state, and to recover 
penalties aggregating $36,175,000 from 
the four companies named and twenty- 
five individual defendants, was filed 
in the eighth district court here to- 
day by Attorney General B. B. Looney. 
Violation of the anti-trust laws of 
Texas, is alleged. 

The individual defendants include 
John D. Archbold, John D. Rockefel- 
ler, H. C. Folger, Jr., ©. J. Folger, 
Charles W. Harkness, Charles M. Pratt, 
Howard Payne and L. C. Ledyard, of 
New York: C! M. Payne, Titusville, 
Pa., and O. C. Edwards, of Norfolk, 
Mass. The others are Texas representa- 
tives of the oll companies. 

The Standard Oil companies of New 

York and New Jersey, the Magnolia 
Petroleum company and _e several of 
those named as individual defendants 
in the petition filed today were Iindict- 
ed by a federal grand jury at Dallas 
last year for the alleged violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, but re- 
cently the indictments were dismissed 
at the direction of Attorney General 
Wickersham, who held that the evi- 
dence secured did not warrant the in- 
dictments. 
; Penalties of $8,150,000 each are asked 
against the Standard Oil companys of 
New Jersey; the Standard Oil company, 
of New. York, and the Corsicana Pe- 
troleum company. Against the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum company the assess- 
ment of $1,000,000 is asked and the 
recovery: of smaller amounts from the 
individual defendants is urged.

He Speaks in Mysterious Way 
to Assistants About ‘*Ten- 
ure of Office.” 


Washington, March 5.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan, in addressing the assist- 
ant secretaries and heads of the vari- 
ous bureaus of the state department 
today, declared: 

“TI am not prepared to discuss ten- 
ure in office. My own tenure is, as I 
was about to say, brief, but my tenure 
has not even begun. I am sure your 
tenure is therefore not more uncertain 
than miffe. I have not had time to 
learn from the president the general 
policy that will be impressed on the 
various departménts,, but it is not 
necessary for us to discuss the 
length of service. It is sufficient at 
this time to make each other’s ac- 
quaintance and I hope that when the 
time comes for me to reassemble you 
to introduce you to my successor, I can 
look back upon as delightful associa- 
tiens as the retiring secretary does.” 

Mr. Bryan’s words caused surprise, 
but he followed them with no expla- 
nation.

The list of those persons honored by 
Chancellor Barrow with the duty of 
vepresenting at the congress Geor- 
gia’s great institution of learning was 
made public in St. Louls by James E. 
Smith, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, upon whose invitation the ap- 
pointments were made. 

Georgia is among those states that 
are most active in the preliminary 
work for the congress.

Down—John Burns Denounces 
Suffragettes and Newspapers. 


London, March §.—Mrs. Emmelina 
Pankhurst, leader .of the. suffragettes, 
has broken down completely. She has 
cancelled all engagé@mentsS and-gone to, 
the country for rest. This announce- 
ment was made at a suffragette meet- 
ing at Hampstead tonight, where Mrs. 
Pankhurst was scheduled to speak. 
“General” Mrs.. Flora Drummond took 
her place. , 

Mrs. Drummond no sooner began 
talking than a group of: students let 
loose quantities of snuff, starting ev- 
erybody to sneezing. <A lHvely scrim- 
mage ensued between the attendants 
and the. disturbers. Chairs were 
broken, blows exchanged and black 
eyes and bruises were plentiful. 

During a lull in the disorder, Mrs. 
Drummond advised all the municipal 
electors to vote against the London 
county council progressive candidates, 
as a protest against the conduct of 
John Burns, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, who has been de- 
nouncing the suffragettes as tyran- 
nical and their militant efforts as 
blackguardism. 

John Burns spoke 
meeting at Islington. 
were ejecting two disturbing male 
supporters of the,..suffragettes, Mr. 
Burns said that Buch disturbances 
were the result of the “stuff” the 
newspapers had published. Later in 
the speech he said: 

"The press of this country 1s imi- 
tating the American newspaper, which 
has so lied against public men, so 
slandered them, that a few decent- 
minded men are willing to go into pub- 
lic life in America. 

“If the present campaign of calum- 
ny continues this country will end in 
civic neglect and corruption, for it will 
repel from public life the_ sensitive, 
kindly and respectable men who for- 
merly served their fellow citizens.”

He was the last mem- 
ber of his family, and no known rela- 
tives are left to regret his passing.

Captain Lucas was born in Wilming- 
ton, Del., eighty-four years ago.

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TWO NEW PUMPS 


Three Pumps Practically Out 
of Commission Make the 
Present Situation Decided- 
ly. Serious. 


Two new pumps within the shortest 
possible time were asked of council 
yesterday bv the action of the water 
board in adopting a report of General 
Manager W. Zode Smith, which said 
that the “health and comfort of the 
citizens of Atlanta” is being endan- 
gered by the present crippled condi- 
tion of the stations, : 

Serlous was the word used during 
the meeting to characterize the pres- 
ent situation, with three pumps prac- 
ticaNy out of commission. 

General Manager Smith reported 
that the main conmnectioh rod on the 
right hand side of engine No. 406 at 
the Chattahoochee station is broken 
and that a crack had developed in a 
similar rod tn engine No. 405, putting 
both engines out of service. He says 
that it Is very evident that trouble 
is likely to occur any time. The two 
engines have béen tin service for twen- 
ty years, says Mr. Smith, and consider- 
able expenditure of money is neces- 
sary to put them in condition, and even 
they then will not be reliable. 

Wants 10,000,000 Gallon Pump. 

“I therefore recommend that im- 
mediately a contract he let for the in- 
stallation of a 10,000;000-gallon rotary 
pump, and that this pump be put in to 
take care of the present emergency 
and that the contractor or pump com- 
pany whosecures thecontract for the 
installation be required to put the 
pump in in the shortest possible time. 

“I further recomimend that bids be 
asked for and contract be let for a 20,- 
000,000-gallon pump to take care of the 
permanent: water supply and.that.this 
pump be purchased and. installed as 
speedily as possible. 

“The board of water commissioners 
and. the mayor and general council 
cannot afford to hazard the health and 
comfort, of the citizens of Atlanta. by 
neglecting to take care of these very 
necessary matters. 

I deem it wise that you be advised 
of the ,existing conditions and that 
you advise the mayor and general 
council of the same and.urge upon 
them that provisions b@® made at once 
for the installation of the pumps 
terein recommended and asked for.”

New York, March 56.—~Police women 
would give material ald in stamping 
out vice in’ New York, Mrs. 0.

Belmont told the legislative committée 
investigating police conditions today. 
“The appalling increasing traffic in 
sirls,” in Mrs. Belmont’s opinion, was 
sufficient reason why something should 
be done to regulate the disorderly re- 
sorts, and she declared that “men, no 
matter how worthy and upright they 
are, are not qualified to deal with 
delinquent girls without the help of 
women.” 

Mrs. Belmont expounded some of the 
most striking opinions yet heard by 
the legislative committee in her es- 
pousal of women police officers. The 
city, she declared, must be the pro-. 
tector of its girls and young women. 

“As the mother is the guardian of 


said, “I believe that instead of elimft- 
nating this good influerice at a critical 
statein the life of our children—the 
children of the nation—it should be ex- 
tended into the streets, and that the 
municipality should be represented by 
women qualified to furnish motherly 


“I believe a force of police women 
should be assigned to the streets most 
congested at night, not overlooking the 
lonely places.” 

At the same time, before the alder- 
manic investigating committee, which 
also is conducting a probe into the af- 
fairs of the police department, General 
Theodore A. Bingham, former police 
commissioner, gave his views in. regard 
to the police control. General Bing- 
ham favored a long term for the head 
of the department, and powefs which 
practically .would make of-him a dic- 
tator.. The former police commissioner 
found fault with the various associa- 
tions in the department, and. advised 
that they be disbanded. One organiza-

Almost his first act was to serve no- 
tice upon office-seekers that they will 
not be welcome at the white house un- 
less they have been invited. Almost 
his last tonight was to confer with 
Senator John W. Kern, today chosen 
as leader of the democrats in the sen- 
ate and reputed. representative of the 
administration in the upper house. 

In between he found time to shake 
hands. with close to 2,000 persons, con- 
sult with his new cabinet and with a 
few friends in congress, dictate letters 
and generally launch his own ship of 
administration. 

Wilson Fitts in Easily. 


In spite of the reports that Mr. Witi- 
son might be expected to change many 
of the precedents that have grown up 
about the presidency, be bothered with 
none of importance today, except that 
which permitted the office-seeker to 
invade the white house. He fitted ‘n

Joseph P. Tumulty, Mr. Wilson's sec 
retary, was just about as busy as his 
chief. He talked jJalf a dozen times to 
the newspaper men. stationed at the 
white house, dictated many letters, re- 
celved congratulations of scores of 
friends from New Jersey and talked 
with many prominent democrats. . 

The president spent the morning in 
his office; the afternoon tn the white 
house at luncheon and in the east 
room receiving delegations, and at 4 
o'clock shut up shop and went out 
with Mrs. Wilson for his first auto- 
mobile ride through Washington. 

All the delegations recelved today 
came by appointment and the reported 
policy of the “open door” was explain- 
ed to be an open door only to those 
who came upon public business. 

After luncheon, with his family and 
Secretary Tumulty, Mr. Wilson learned 
one of the uses of the east room. He 
stood for 40 minutes and shook hands 
with 1,140 persons. Major Thomas L. 
Rhoads, personal ald for a year to 
former President Taft, shot them by 
as fast as he could get their names 
and the new president never flinched at 
the ordeal. 

Takes Spin in Auto, 

With all the callers disposed of, Mr. 
Wilson called for one of the. white 
house automobiles used by Mr. Taft, 
and started out for a spin around 
Washington. No aide in uniform, such 
as accompanied Mr. Taft, went with 
him, but the two motorcycle policenten 
assigned to guard the president on 
such trips, kept close behind.

Harmonious Cabinet. 

From present appearancesthe family 
counci] of the new president promises 
to be a friendly and harmonious one. 
Many of them have long been fellow 
strivers in the fight for the supremacy 
of the democratic party. 

During the first few hours of the 
ne-y administration the president was 
officially, if not actually, surrounded 
by republican advisers in the members 
@f the retiring cabinet. They could 
not, under the law, lay down the bur- 
@éens of their several offices until their 
successors had been confirmed. 

President Wilson had arisen early 
today and breakfasted in the private 
dining room of the white house with 
Mrs. Wilson and their daughters. 
6h rtly after 9 o’clock he had left the 
mansion and walked through the pas- 
sageway in the bright sunshine of one 
of Washington's spring days 
office to take up the business of the 
nation. 

Charles R. Crane, of Chicago, vice 
chairman of the finance committee of 
the Wilson campaign, was the first 
to have an appointment with the presi- 
dent. He cailed, he said, merely to 
pay his respects.

William B. Wilson, the first secretary 
of labor; William Jennings Bryan, the 
new secretary of state; Franklin K. 
Lane, who quits the chairmanship of 
the interstate commerce commission to 
become secretary of the interior, 
David F. Houston, chancellor of Wash- 
ington university of St. Louis, whvu be- 
comes secretary of agriculture; Albert 
8S Burleson, who gives up his place in 
the house to be postmaster general; 
William B. Redfield, another member 
ov congress, who becomes secretary 
of commerce, and James C. McRey- 
nolds, attorney general. Willlam G. 
McAdoo, the new secretary of the 
treasury, was last. The nominations 
oY all were to go to the senate at noon,

wanted to go on a sight-seeing trip, 
and got unruly when the chauffeur 
refused to rent the machine. Now he’s 


spending an unscheduled visit in Grady 
hospita] nursing a bullet hole in the 
abdomen and numerous stab wounds 
inflicted by a mob of enraged whites 
at the corner 6f Peachtree and Luckie 
streets. 

This is how it all came about: 

Robinson sauntered to the Bell Isle 
taxicab offices at Luckie and Peach- 
tree streets about 2 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon and asked Fred Ball, a 
chauffeur, to rent a machine for a 
sight-seeing trip. Ball refused, tell- 
ing the negro that taxis were not 
rented to blacks. 

Robinson went to the next car 
standing beside the curb and asked E..| 
I. Westmoreland, the driver, if he 
would rent him the machine. West- 
moreland refused, giving the same rea- 
gon. 

Insulting in Manner. 

The negro, aparently, was drinking 
heavily. He opened the door of the 
machine and started to step in. 

“Well, I'm going to ride. I've got 


the money. I’m from Boston, and I’m 
Your customs here 
.9n't suit me, anyhow.” 

Westmoreland leaped from 
and struck the negro a crushing blow 
in the face. A number of chauffeurs, 
attracted to the scene by the negro’s 
boisterous tones, ran to their fellow 
driver's aid. 

Robinson jumped from the car and 
pulled a razor. Ball, J. L. Walton and 
A. E, Nelson, all chauffeurs, closed in 
upon the black. Most of the whites 
wielded clubs. Robinson stood in dan- 
ger of being killed. He slashed with 
te razor with such effect that a small 
white boy, who was passing the point, 
was cut severely in back of the neck. 

Passersby rushed from all direc- 
tions. Many women stood at a dis- 
tance and watched the affray. The 
negro, who is more than six feet tall 
and of stalwart build, stood with his 
back against a wall fronting Luckie 
street and defied the crowd. He held 
the razor aloft for instant action and 
jabbered crazily at the men closing 
in upon him, ‘ 

Deputy Sheriff T. A. Burdette, who 
happened along from Peachtree street, 
ran in to seize the negro. He was 
by the razor. He feared 
to shoot, for standing as he was, some 
one in the crowd might have been hit. 
A citizen, whose name could not be as- 
certained by the police, drew a revol- 
ver and offered to fire. 

The citizen stood facing the negro. 
his gun, if shot wild, 
would have buried itself in the brick 
wall behind the black. 

. Negro Is Shot. 

Shoot him!” Burdette is said 
eyeewitnesses to have ordered. 

Whereupon the citizen fired once. 
The bullet penetrated the negro’s arm 
and abdomen. He jumped into the 
crowd, slashing wildly. No one was 
eut. Several chauffeurs and Deputy 
Burdette grabbed him by the waist and 
seized his razor. Policemen Hood and 
West. who had arrived by this time, 
sent the wounded Bostonian to Grady 
hospital. 

Ile was stabbed repeatedly as he fled 
into the crowd after being shot. None 
of the wounds, though, are dangerous, 
The small boy who was cut had his 
wound dressed at a nearby drug store 
and walked away before the police 
could obtain his name and address.

“PORK AND A BUDGET. 

One of the most commendable acts of 
former President Taft was the protest with 
which he approved the public buildings 
bill, filled from cellar to dome with polit- 
ical “pork.” His estimate of ugeless ex- 
penditures provided in the measure was 
half a million dollars; probably a conserva. 
tive figure. He declared that were it not 
for the fact that a veto would embarrass 
many really deserving. projects he would 
have killed the entire bill. His utterances 
are justified. Such folly as appropriating 
$100,000 for a postoffice in a town of 3,000 
ichabitants—and the instance is only typi- 
cal—is simply indefensible. In their most 
lavish days the republicans did not ap- 
proach this shamelessness, as they did not 


approach the wastefulness of the democrats 


with regard to pension apportionments. 

It is altogether likely that these dis- 
graceful raids upon the treasury would have 
been averted, or at least minimized, if the 
government were operated as Mr. Taft has 
recommended upon the budget system. 
America is the one nation of size in the 
world that does not employ this method in 
parceling out its revenues. In plain lan- 
guage, a budget is simply a sheet made up 
by the various department heads specifying 
their actual and prospective needs and ac: 
companied, and this is the important fea- 
ture, by a statement from the secretary 
of the treasury, of the probable income of 
the United States during the period cov- 
ering the term for which appropriations are 
to be made. 

In other words, operation by budget 
simply contemplates that the government 
shall disburse its funds in the common 
sense and scientific manner without which 
any individual or business house would 
speedily fall on bankruptcy. With the in- 
come and needs of the nation squarely fac- 
ing them and given wide publicity, mem- 
bers of congress are less apt to enter upon 
wild extravagances for personal 
ends.

A Famous Conductor Opinion of Car- 
lotta Patti.

Arditi had gained a great reputation be- 
fore he came to the United States as con- 
ductor of the Mapleson company. He hai, 
in fact, been conductor of the first perform- 
ance of opera in the new Academy of Musie 
in New York city, in Fourteenth street. 

Arditi had already written an opera, which 
was a dramatization of Fenimore Cooper's 
novel, “The Srv.’ This opera was produced 
for the first time*upon the Academy of Music 
stage. 

His reputation as the composer of the /a- 
mous waltz song, “Il Baccio,” which he wrote 
for the great Italian soprano Piccolomini, 
had made his name a household word in 
musical circles in the United States. He was 
also known as the favortte conductor 
Adelina Patti, whose father and mother nea 
knew when Patti was an infant. 

In 1882 Arditi was the cunductor of grand 
Opera performances which were given for a 
few weeks at Washington. He was then 
past 60 years of age and, although gray cf 
beard and moustache, in other respects gave 
no sign that he was appruacning the youth 
of old age. 

I met Arditi in the most informal manner 
at his hotel in Washington. I found him

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* modest, without any self-consciousness. and 


apparently very glad to talk reminiscently. 
In the course of conversation I ventured to 
ask Arditi if he would be willing to tell me 
who, in his view, was the greatest singer 
of whom he had any knowledge.

“T once tried Carlotta Patti’s voice to test 
the range. 1 found that she could sing with 
perfect clearness and wonderful brilliancy of 
tone as high as G sharp in alt. If you do 
not know what that means I will say that 
G sharp in alt is the highest note that I have 
ever known a singer to take easily, natur- 
ally and with perfect purity of tone. Her 
range was about two octaves and a half, an 
every note was of perfect purity. She sanz 
without the slightest apparent effort. Her 
sister Adelina has always been very proud 
of Carlotta, and of course Carlotta rejoices 
in the fame of Adelina. 

“TI have now told you who, in my opinion, 
is the greatest singer ever known among 
women.” 

“But,” said I, “if Carlotta Patti has the 
marvelous voice of which you speak and the 
attractive personality to which you have al- 
luded why has she not appeared like near 
sister Adelina in opera? For her success 
would undoubtedly be as: great.” 

“Ah,” sighed Arditi, “there was one fatal 
limitation to Carlotta’s appearance in opera; 
but for that she would have been equally re- 
nowned with her sister.’ 

I did not venture to ask what that limita- 
tion was, but Arditi in sad tones and with 
solemn expression in his eyes continued, 
“Carlotta Patti Is lame.”

WAS REBECCA GRATZ 
ORIGINAL OF SCOTT’S 
HEROINE? 


Sir Walter Scott is probably the most pop- 
ular of all English novelists, next to Charles 
Dickens, and his novel that is most familiar 
to his host of readers in the United States 
is “Ivanhoe.” Did Scott select for the herv- 
ine of this novel Rebecca Gratz, a Philadel- 
phian? He is credited with having done sv, 
and especially by Washington Irving, the 
American novelist. 

Scott gives no evidence of this in the 
notes that are connected with the novel, nor 
in any writings that have been found. Tae 
story of “Ivanhoe” is that of the crusad-s, 
but the pure, simple, self-sacrificing charac- 
ter of Rebecca of the novel is a close prot.)- 
type of the Philadelphia Hebrew woman who 
labored so arduously and for so many years 
for the well-being of others, especially in 
the foundation of religious, educational and 
charitable institutions. 

Washington Irving was a frequent visitor 
at the Gratz home in Philadelphia, and his 
only love, Matilda Hoffman, .of New York, 
was an intimate friend of Miss Gratz Irv- 
ing had, on many occasions noted the ex- 
cellent qualities of Miss Gratz, and he sug- 
gested her to Scott when the novelist was 
about to write his “Ivanhoe” with a typical 
Hebrew woman as the heroine. Scott is said 
to have sent the first copy of the work to 
Irving with this question, “How do you like 
your Rebecca? Does the Rebecca I have pic- 
tured compare well with the pattern given?” 

There are a great many who doubt this 
Story, but here are the circumstances. Irv- 
ing and Scott were very close friends. Dur- 
ing one of their many conversations, when 
personal and family affairs were the topics, 


Irving spoke of his vuwn and Miss Hoffman's 
cherished friend, Rebecca Gratz, describing 
her wonderful beauty, relating her firm ad- 
herence to her religious faith under the most 
trying circumstances,’ and particularly illus- 
trated her loveliness of character and Zeal- 
ous philanthropy. 


Scott was deeply impressed and conceived 
the plan of embodying the pure moral senti- 
ment that like a thread of silver ran through 
the story. Although “Rob Roy” was then 
unfinished, he was already revolving in his 
mind the plot and characters of “Ivanhoe.” 
He immediately determinea to introduce a 
Hebrew female character, and on  -he 
strength of Irving’s vivid description, he 
named his heroine Rebecca. 

More than in the Coeur de Lion himself, 
or in the Knight of Ivanhoe, or in any of 
the haughty templars and barons so promi- 
nent in this romance, its strength and charm 
lie in the sad and unrequited. tenderness vf 
the Hebrew damsel. In almost every one cf 
Scott’s works there is a poetical, may it not 
be said, an impossible character—some one 
too good and enchanted to be believed in. 
Rebecca is the angelic being In “Ivanhoe,” 
and at the last engrosses all the interest. 

The source of the character was Known 
to Miss Gratz, upon whom Irving had made 
his first call when he returned to Philadel- 
phia to superintend the publication of his 
works. Shrinking, as she did, from any pub- 
licity, she would seldom acknowledge the 
fact, and when pressed upon the subject, 
would deftly evade it by a change of topic. 
The resemblance is closely marked in many 
points. 

Irving met Scott through a letter of in- 
troduction from Thomas, Campbell. Campbell 
was aware of the fact that Scott was a great 
admirer of the genius of the American. They 
were close friends through life. Here is 
Scott’s opinion vf Irving as expressed in a 
letter to John Richardson: 

“When you see Tom Campbell tell ‘him, 
with my love, that I have to thank him for 
making me known to Mr. Washington Irving, 
who is one of the best and pleasantest ic- 
quaintances I have tmmade this many a day.” 

Irving's opinion of Scott is given in a 
letter to Paulding: “I cannot express my 
delight at his character and manners. He is 
a sterling, golden-hearted old worthy, full of 
the joyousness vf youth, with a charming . 
simplicity of manner that puts you at ease 
in a moment.” 

The eract truth as to what extent the In- 
fluence of Irving had upon Scott in deter- 
mining him in paterning his heroine after 
the Philadelphia Hebrew woman will never 
be known, but in spite of those who believe 
to the contrary, there is little doubt but that 
Rebeceoa Gratz is the Rebecca of “Ivanhoe.”

If 
there be any virtue in mud, we have it, and 
of a pleasing hue; we’ve had our share of 
original discoverers, founders, royal gov- 
ernors, revolutions, constitutions, politicians 
of all schools, internecine struggles, vic- 
tories, defeats, economic reforms and others, 
real and alleged. We've been overrun by 
devastating armies; our cities have been 
visited by pestilential darkness and noon- 
day destruction. Our unique social system, 
“feudal in its magnificence,” swept away, 
this erstwhile wayward but returned prodi- 
gal section of the great western nation 
eagerly hails the renaissance. True, our 
antiquity would make an Egyptian’ water 
carrier smile. Yet the origin and founding 
of the Gate City is no less wonderful and 
a deal more probable than that of Boetian 
Thebes. A trifle more pastoral, doubtless, 
is the spectacle of Cadmus awaiting the 
pleasure of a cow to take her siesta than 
the one of Stephen Long, railroad surveyor, 
driving a stake in the side of a red hill and 
calling it the unequivocal name of Terminus. 
For, at the sign of the stob, marking as it 
did the end of Georgia’s only railroad, Mar- 
thasville arose and waxed so mighty that 
nothing short of a more convincing name 
would do, and we became the Atlanta against 
which were launched the torch-bearing 
legions of Sherman. 

Subtler Influences, 

The brave and beautiful city we have 
raised from the ashes of ’64 is now entering 
upon a new life. So far, our progress has, 
through necessity, been largely along com- 
mercial and economic lines. Mh this we've 
resembled every other city in the new world. 
But the subtler influences are at work 
among us; the gentle, silent forces of civil- 
ization. The fine arts have broken through 
the wall of the Blue Ridge, and are sweep- 
ing in another and grander march to the 
sea. Atlanta, emerging from the provinces, 
is invested. Quoting again from Whistler, 
“Art is upon the town.” 

A glance about us shows that already 
much has been accomplished. Our sky-line 
bears the convincing imprint of a metropoli- 
tan character. Our shaded avenues begin to 
take on a quiet, finished aspect, lined with 
heautiful lawns and residences, they Invite 
the contemplative mind to look still farther 
afield and consider other means of making 
the conquest permanent. 

To name the different steps marking our 
artistic progress would be to transcribe sev- 
eral pages of the city directory. But not 
to be found there is our latest enterprise— 
mural decoration. Atlanta is to have a nota- 
ble example of this—painting in its highest 
expression—and the best that can be had. 
This statement is made advisedly, for Edwin 
Howland Blashfield is doing the work. 

Concerning the significance of this there 
are several interesting facts, to wit: No 
examples of Mr. Blashfield’s work are to 
be found in any southern city. Atlanta, as 
usual, fakes the lead; the edifice which will 
house this exquisiteyexample of the master’s 
handicraft is a church—none other than 
peautiful St. Luke’s on Peachtree. The long 
and superb list of buildings in which Mr. 
Blashfiel@’s genius its represented attests 
the man’s nation-wide popularity. Homer 
St. Gaudens states it in this manner: ‘Mr, 
Blashfield has won his place in the fore of 
mural decorators through an elevation of 
thought and execution, a love of beauty and 
the simple forms of symbolism, a knowledge 
of the possibilities of his craft and a care for 
its limitations in relation to the surround- 
ing architecture, 

Such would be the conclusion of every 
eareful observer could be but stand before 
this master’s work in the congressional li- 
brary, the state capitols at Des Moines, St.

The distinguished artist came to Atlanta 
the thirtieth day of last September to con- 
sult with Mr. Marye and to inspect the set- 
ting and lighting of the proposed work. He 
expressed himself as being gréatly delighted 
with the interior arrangement and illumina- 
tion of the choir, and gave every evidence 
that in such a location, the work he pro- 
posed doing would appear most advantage- 
ously. 

The subject chosen by Mr. 
that of “Christ the Good Shepherd,” tha 
scope of -which appeal is unbounded. Bet- 
ter than any rendering of a mere incident 
in the life of Christ, it epitomizes the spirit 
and teachings of the Divine Master in a 
symbolical setting supplied by tne figure 
of an Oriental shepherd leading his flock.

an interest in practical life, which has led him to specialize for years in 


the study of rural organization and 


rural problems, this acquirement of

He has been in touch with the men and the organizations for many years

He has given his time and thought and inspiration to plans which 


have for years been in operation bringing about the close relation of agri- 
culture and the schools of agriculture, and he believes the first point of

“What more can you demand of a 
young, inexperienced, unstable, badly 
trained, badly paid girl, working with- 
out supervision or assistance or facili- 
ties. knowing nothing herself of life, 
and its problems, and having thirty or 
forty recitations to give each cay for 
_ @ few months in the year? 

“You ask them to assume a task that 
you or I would not be competent t» 
discharge. It is more difficult and 
more important than that undertaken 
by a $6,000 a year professor in his 
specialty in the most. luxuriously 
equipped university In the land, and 
if you want the job done you must 
pay the price. I know that in my 
one teacher school I could not have 
related a hog to his corn, or a rabbit 
to his natural tobacco.” 


Farmer Must Spend 
More Money. 


In quiet, ‘Impassioned tones, - Mr. 
Houston pursued his subject when he 
said: “Let us tell the people of the 
country that if they would give their 
children the same chance in life that 
the town boy has, they must resolve 
to make a vastly greater outlay than 
they have dreamed of doing, and tell 
the people of the town and city that 


for their own sake they must join’ ing 


the undertaking. If the people of te 
city do not co-operate with the .pé@ople 
of the country to make gpfral life 
worth while and efficients, they will 
have to leave the city t® go to farm- 
ing, in order to secure the necessaries 
of life.” 

Mr. Houston discussed the economic 
phases of his theme nere, bringing out 
the increase of wealth in the activi 
ties of the nation, but the failure to 
provide ih accordance with that in- 

se’ for the efficiency of rural popu-

and are intelligently led they will face 
the situation, provide the -means and 
will regard the expenditure not as a 
burden, but as an investment. They 
must put more money into this busi- 
ness of rural education to save what 
they have already put in—to make 
good what they have undertaken. 

“If the nation will give to the soutn 
annually for rural schools and rural 
health one-half what is spent for war, 
I will guarantee that the south alone 
will make it impossible for any for- 
eign foree to effect lodgment in- any 
territory which the nation legitimately 
holds. 

“Real education furnishes the only 
permanent guarantee for individual 
development and social betterment.”

“The state must take the school out 
of politics from top to bottom. It 
must devise administrative machinery, 
in the hands of most capable experts, 
which shall reach every part of the 
educational system and administer it 
with the highest possible business  f- 
ficiency. F 

Democracy commits no greater 
@rime than that of dealing with any 
part of its great educational or busi- 
ness interests on a personal or pv- 
litical basis. If democracy means 
anything, historically, it means the 
recognition of merit, and until de- 
mocracy realizes the necessity for the 
establishment of a thoroughgoing 
civil service, inefficiency must he its 
characterists.

Station Gates Stormed to Get 


to Trains—Women F ainted 


in Crush—Many Took the 
Wrong Trains. 


Washington, March 5.--The national 
capital, with a “next morning’ head- 
ache, awoke today to find streets lit- 
tered with debris after the inaugura- 
tion parade, workmen tearing down 
Stands and decorations, and visitors 
filtering out like sands in an hour 
@lass. Thousands of weary celebrants 
already were homeward bound, for 
during the night train after train de- 
Parted, filled to overflowing, for the 
north, south, east and west. 

Riotous scenes attended the exodus 
in the early hours of the day. Tired 
and impatient travelers at the Union 
station rushed the thin line of police, 
brushed them aside and tore down the 
iron barred gates that led to the train- 
shed and the long lines of 
railroad coaches. Subsequent efforts 
to dislodge them were futile. As 
result many boarded wrong trains. 

The scenes in the station were tu- 
multuous. State troops and marching 
clubs made the big building resound 
with the blare of their bands. Women 
‘ fainted in the crush. To make matters 
worse, the supply of drinking water, 
although ample, could not be utilized 
freely because of the Jaw against the 
use of the common drinking cup. Some 
@enius used the butt of his musket to 
smash into fragments the glass- front 
of a container of the individual paper 
cups and his lead was followed. All 
were wrecked. 

It was estimated that upwards 
300,000 witnessed yesterday's 
fes. 

By tonight the greater portion of 
this vast crowd was on its homeward 
way. The railroads had prepared for 
the strain to which their traffic ar- 
rangements would be put and the ex- 
tensive terminal yards were blocked 
with cars, while panting engines were 
held in readiness to move them. 

With an army of men engaged in 
cleaning the streets, with another army 
levelling grand stands and_ tearing 
down decorations the capital began to 
resume a normal appearance. Throngs 
of visitors, reluctant to leave, were in 
evidence exrly at the white house, 
noping to get a glii!mpse of President 
Wilson. Another curious crowd jammed 
the corridors of the capitol, waiting 
for the -doors of the senate galleries 
to open, that they might witness the 
special session of that body, the first 
ef the new congress.

visiting Berlin physician submitted to 
the board a tube containing a culture 
of the bacilli. Dr. Ernest J. Lederle, 
commissioner of health, said his de- 
partment will test the culture on an- 
imals.

; because he holds no state licenSe as a 
practicing physician. The sanction of 
‘the health authorities now gives any 
city hospital the privilege of making 
the German specialist a resident physi- 
clan on its staff. The New York Coun- 
ty Medical society, which protested 
against tests because Dr. Friedmann 
held no license, will not stand in the 
way if any hospital appoints the Ber- 
lin doctor a resident. physician, who, 
under the law, does not need a state 
license.

Stringent Child Labor Law 
Passed by the Legislature 
of North Carolina. 


Raleigh, N. 
Carolina senate’ today passed a Dill 
prohibiting the employment of children 
under 16 years of age in night factory 
work. Inspection by county .superin- 
tendents of education is provided for, 
and severe penalties are attached for

Senate Orders Probe of the Out- 
rageous Treatment of the Suf- 
fragettes in Washington.

Washington, March 5.—Aroused over 
the failure of the Washington police 
department to maimtain order during 
the progress of the suffrage pageant 
of March 3, the senate today began 
an investigation. to 'place the respon- 
sibility for the lack of protection for 
the women marchers. The investiga- 
tion is a result of a joint resolution 
of congress directing the police de- 
partment to furnish protection to the 
suffragists. 

Acting under a resolution adopted 
just before the senate adjourned Mon- 
day, Senator Gallinger, the retiring 
chairman of the District of Columbia 
committee, named Senators Jones, Dil- 
lingham ané Pomegrene as an investti- 
gation committee. 

At a meeting today the committee 
determined to begin hearings at 1:30 
o'clock tomorrow. Major Richard Syl- 
vester, superintendent of police, prob- 
ably will be one of the first witnesses 
called. It is the plan of the committee 
to examine a number of persons to 
determine accurately the attitude of 
the police toward the suffrage march- 
ers and the character of protection 
given. 

Superintendent of Police Sylvester 

said today that the department cannot 
be blamed for the fallure to preserve 
order. He said the police force was 
inadequate to meet the situation that 
confronted it, requiring the guarding 
of the suffrage line of march and 
handling the arriyal of President Wil- 
Son at the same time, His requests 
for more men, he added, have been un- 
heeded by congress for the last five or 
Six years. 
' The fact that so many members of 
congress are from suffrage states is 
counted upon by the women to ald 
them in punishing those responsible 
for the indignities they say they were 
compelled to suffer at the hands of 
intoxicated and ruffianly men. They 
are making every effort to obtain as 
much evidence as possible to present 
to the committee. 

At the suffrage headquarters and to 
Representative Hobson, of Alabama, 
many women as well as men volun- 
teered to make affidavits or left their 
names and addresses so they might be 
called as witnesses.

DARROW 15 PLEADING 
FOR OWN ACQUITTAL 


Attorney Says Forces of Evil 
Oppose Him—Gutter Snipes 
and Sewer Rats Bribed. 


Los Angeles, March 5.—Clarence S&S. 
Darrow, charged with the bribery of 
jurors in the McNamara trial, began 
this afternoon his argument in his 
own defense. 

In beginning Darrow bitterly as- 
sailed former Judge Wheaton A. Gray, 
special prosecutor, who yestergay after- 
noon scored Darrow. 

“Only once before,” said Darrow to 
the jury, “have I had occasion to speak 
to a jury for myself (referring to the 
former trial which resulted in his ac- 
quittal) and one feels on such an oc- 
casion that he may Say too much or too 
little. So I will try to forget that I 
am a lawyer, and will talk to you-as 
man to man, fairly, honestly, as I have 
always tried to talk and tried to live. 

If He Had Been Robber. 

“Had I been a robber or a burglar Or 
a defaulting bank cashier and been 
tried once and acquitted, no one would 
have dared to place me on trial again 
in a community of intelligent men. 

“But I had to be tried again because 
the forces which control this United 
States—the great forces of evil—want 
to destroy me. They have bribed every 
| cutter-snipe and -every sewer rat they 
could to testify against ‘me, so that 
their masters might ‘get me.’” 

He proceeded to belittle the prose- 
cutors and the evidence they had mus- 
tered against him, saying: 

“There isn’t enough evidence against 
me to warrant any of you whipping 
your dog, if you have one, if that evi- 
dence were against that dog. 

“T don’t fear you jurors. I have been 
here too long. I know you too well, I 
no more doubt the result than I would 
if my brothers and sisters were ~pass- 
ing judgment on my guilt or inno- 
cence. Any conscientious man, Know- 
ing the infamy of the plot against me 
would acquit me on that account, even 
if he thought me guilty.” 

Powers Lauds Darrow. 

Before Darrow began his argument 
former Judge O. W. Powers, of Salt 
Lake City, a member of the defense, 


launched into an eulogy of Darrow. 

“Clarence S. Darrow is a great man,” 
said Powers. “He belongs to that 
great army of noble souls,that in all 
ages. have blazed the way for Nberty 
and for human freedom. A life well 
lived comes to a man’s defense in his 
hour of trial.”’ 

The defense bitterly assailed Bert H. 
Franklin, Darrow’s confidential agent, 
whose confession of bribery laid the 
foundation for his employer’s two 
trials. Equally meritless was the 
characterization of John R. Harring- 
ton, of counsel with Darrow in the Mc- 
Namara trial and later an informer 
against him.. 

Franklin was called a “self-con- 
fessed criminal” and “follower of a 
‘ peep- -hole profession.” © Harrington 
pie “spy impeached by his own con- 

uc 

Franklin was said to have declared 
before his own trial—in which he was 
fined exactly the amount of alleged 
bribe monéy found in -his possession— 
that he had nothing to fear because 
District Attorney Fredericks was his 
friend. 

“Fredericks will lose his standing,” 
commented Powers, “unless he changes 
his friends.”
